Establishment of a com mit- 
tee whose job it will be to or- 
£anize major entertainment 
events on campus was voted 
Monday by the Student Senate. 

The vote was 20 in favor, 3 
opposed and 2 abstentions, and 
came after a series of motions 
and speeches by Sen. Michael 
J. Finn who opposed the bill. 

Submitted by Sen. Frederick 
G. Tobin, the bill establishes 
4 committee of seven persons 
who will act as a screening 
committee to select the main 
committee called the Student 
Entertainment Committee. 

The major item of the bill is 
to increase the student activi- 
tes tax $5 a year. Sen. Tobin

ed to participate under the bill, 
were not consulted. 

Responding to the com- 
Plaints, Senator Tobin declar- 
ed: “If we want to get anyone 
down here of any repute for 
homecoming, we have to get 
going now.” 

As any Senate bill, the enter- 
tainment proposal will go to 
the university president, the 
Faculty Senate or some other 
administrative office and, if 
approved, it will then to the 
Board of Trustees of State 
Colleges. 

Sen. Howard Kilberg, doubt- 
ed whether the trustees would 
approve the $5 fee hike, 

Boris C. Bell, Memorial Un- 
ion Director, told the Senate 
he agreed with the principle of 
the bill. In a later interview,

To Begin: Ready By Fall 


A facelifting and drainage 
project for the Plains Road 
srea and nine new campus 
parking lots are either under 
-onstruction or in the planning 
rtage, according to William R. 
Taylor, acting business man- 
ager. Work on Plains Road 
will eleviate future flooding in 
that area and, he said, 
Dairy Barn parking lot will be 
paved. 

Nine lots with a parking 
capacity increase of more than 
600 ears are to be completed 
by August according to present 
plans. Two of the lots, the East 
Lot and Fine Arts Lot, will be 
extended so as to provide room 
for about 100 more cars, Mr. 
Taylor said. 


About 1400 feet of road from 
Merrow Hall to the Sherman 
physical plant building will be 
torn up and re-paved, he said. 


The Dairy Barn triangle lot 
will be oiled and eventually 
paved to provide parking for 
408 cars. A second 58-car lot 
off Plains Road will also be 
oiled this summer and eventu- 
ally paved. 

* The paving of the lots will 
not be completed for at least a 
year in order to allow the oil 
to settle, Mr. Taylor said. 


“The engineers recommend 
this,’ he said. ‘Otherwise the 
jot will sink into the ground.” 

Gilbert Mahoney, an engin- 
eer from Providence, is ex- 
pected to complete blue prints 
for the Plains Road project by 
the end of this month, Mr. 
Taylor said. He said that the 
bulk of the work should be 
completed by September. 

“The construction will block 
traffic during the summer,” he 
said, “‘but we feel it is better 








Lecturer Says Study Is Needed 


A study of the history of the 
English language is necessary 
if a reader hopes to enjoy 
English literature to its fullest 
extent. 


Dr. Margaret Schliauch, visit- 
ing professor of English at the 
University of Connecticut, 
speaking at a lecture sponsor- 


ed by the English Department 
in the Union Browsing Room 


last Friday, said that because 
of the changes in meaning and 
pronunciation of words 





through the centuries, a basic 
knowledge of the history of the 
language is necessary. 

Dr. Schlauch, whose lecture 
was entitled “‘The Value of 
Linguistics for the Student of 
Literature," said that to un- 
derstand the work, to know the 
correct pronunciations and to 
avoid mistranslations the read- 
ers must know the sense of the 


word as the author intended, 
not as it is used today.

The nine new lots, excluding 
the East and Fine Arts exten- 
sions, are, with their proposed 
parking capacities: 

—At Baird Road, west of the 
Police Station, 50 cars. 

—West of Merrow Hall and 
East of Spring Road, 40 cars. 

—East of the Infirmary, 50 
cars. 

—North of Merrow Hall, 60 


cars. 


—Rear of the Infirmary, 10 
cars. 

—Fogarty and Merrow Lot 
Extension, 80 cars, 

The University Parking Com- 
mittee will determine who will 
be assigned to the new lots. 

Twelve lots were originally 
planned with three cancelled 
for various reasons. A lot by 
the Memorial Union was can- 
celled because of access prob- 
lems and an extension of the 
library lot was cancelled be- 
have to have been ripped out, 
Michael Ferrance, junior socio- 
Mr. Taylor said.

Our Endorsement 


The Beacon, after months of deliberation, has 
elected to deliver to the students of URI that candi- 
date which the editors feel reflects the thinking 
and attitudes of the majority of the students on our 
campus. 

That candidate is Richard Nixon. Mr. Nixon, 
as our survey illustrates, favors abolition of the 
draft and reliance on a volunteer army. He wishes 
to lower the voting age to 18. He said he sees our 
generation as one that can promise the vision, dis- 
sent and constructive action America needs. 

But even more important is Mr. Nixon's record 
of public office. As vice president, he participated 
in an administration that had the very spirit which 
hangs over URI.

he termed the bill “fairly ade. 
quate." 


During the 45 minutes of dis. 
cussion, several attempts were 
made by Senators to return 
the bill to committee. They 
were unsuccessful. 

Under Senate procedure. 
Senator may “call the gues- 
tion’’ whereby a vote is taken 
on the bill if no Senator ob 
jects to the calling. Between 
each motion, discussion is al- 
lowed. / 


The vote to return the bil) 


to committee was 16 opposed, 
i] in favor and 2 abstentions. 
A hand vote to consider re- 
turning the bill to committee 
passed with only 2 negatives. 

During the debate, Mr. Bell 
commented, ‘We don’t have a 
good set up for this type of 
production.”’ 


Major objections from Sen- 
alor Finn and several other 
Senators was that the bill was 
incomplete and should not be 
palched up on the Senate floor 
bul in committee. 

Proposals of the bill in 
clude; the Student Entertain. 
ment Committee be the sole 
agent for the university in this 
field; that seven persons com. 
prise the committee: that the 
Student Senate have no control 
over the board's talent selec- 
tions; that admission to any 
event not exceed $1 for stu 
dents and $3 for non-students.

He said the bill was applicable 
to graduate students. 

Seratie Tobin disputed this.

The president of the Univer. 
Sity of Iowa has ordered the 
Study of the feasibility of es. 
tablishing an Institute for Afro- 
American Studies, and has au- 
thorized an increase in the 
school's admissions Staff to 
look for more black students 
(the competition for ““quali- 
fied” black Students, which has 
been heated in the past few 
years, promises to become 
even more so), 


Much of the response to the 
murder has come from stu- 
dents. At Rutgers University 
in New Brunswick, N.J.. for 
example, students held a 
march into the city to protest 
discrimination. The student 
council there has taken the 
Position that any fraternity 
practicing discrimination 
ought to be banned from the 
campus. 


Students at Colgate Univer- 
sity in upstate New York held 
a sit-in in the administration 
building to protest fraternity 
discrimination there. The stu- 
dents association at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota has spon- 
sored a sit-in at the office of 
the mayor~in St. Paul, pro- 
testing the stockpiling of rifles 
similar to those used in Viet- 
nam by the city’s police de- 
partment. And so forth. 


Not Enough 

These efforts ought not to be 
derided. They are preferable 
to doing nothing at all, simply 
holding a march or two and 
leaving it at that. 

But that they are sadly in- 
adequate, there should be no 
doubt. 


The Kerner Report on last 
summer’s upheavals in the cl- 
ties said the United States is 
becoming two societies, “‘sep- 
arate and unequal.”’ It’s a 
catch phrase, too much of one 
really, because it conjures up 
images of the old Jim Crow 
days, with separate bath- 
rooms, segregated movie 


~ houses and seats in the back of 


the bus. Nevertheless, not 
much thought is required to 
suggest what is really implicit 
in the phrase. ok 
‘“‘Unequal’’ means, quite sim- 
ply, that few, if any, of the 
country’s major institutions—

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Blue-White Football Game 
To Highlight Spring Drills

Spring practice is usually an 
eccasion for football coaches 
to look back on the previous 
season, compare it with what 
he has seen of his next sea- 
son's squad, and issue state- 
ments on how many seniors 
graduated, how few lettermen 
are returning, and how much 
work the squad needs with so 
little time allotted. Any optim- 
ism is usually quite guarded. 


Jack Zilly, U.R.I.’s head 
football coach, has what ap- 
pears to be a quite different 
outlook. While not forgetting 
the task he faces in replacing 
such stars as Fran Geiselman 
and Howie Small, Zilly is able 
to look on the positive side, to 
the team’s assets. 

He speaks of new talent 
coming up from the freshman 
ranks, and an abundance of 
experienced veterans, all of 
which add up to a depth whose 
quality is stronger than ever 
before. 

While contact drills began 
with 74 candidates on the 15th 
of April, actual training began 
the first week of second se- 
mester. This first stage is a 
voluntary conditioning  pro- 
gram, a part of the Physical 
Education program. 

Fundamentals Stressed 

For four days a week, candi- 
dates meet in Keaney Gym 
for a program of calisthenics 
and running the steps in the 
balcony to help condition legs 
and lungs. Eventually, assist- 
ant coaches take over and 
prepare schedules for formal 
work outs. The continues un- 
lil after spring vacation, when 
the team moves outdoors. 

NCAA and Yankee Confer- 
ence rules allow 15 practice 
sessions over a 21 day period. 
The Rams use this to their ful- 
lest advantage, working main- 


ly on fundamentals. This year, 
practice will end with the 
Blue-White Spring Game on 
May 4th, the last day of Greek 
Week. 

For this game, the team 
will be split up into defense 
and offense, with the defense 
scoring points by stopping the 
offense, and the latter scor- 
ing in the usual manner. 

Coach Zilly’s observations 
were made after the team had 
just completed its second week 
of practice. In general, Zilly 
looks for a stronger running 


game to complement Larry 
Caswell's passing. 
Everyone from last year's 


backfield will be returning, and 
a number of good backs will 
be moving up from last year’s 
freshman team. 


Next season’s sophomore 
backfield men will probably 
include Pat Spitaletta, a half- 
back from New Jersey, Meryl 
Frost, and Tom Skerpon. Frost 
and Skerpon both have the 
speed to go outside that was 
lacking on last year’s team. 


Zilly looks for this improved 
outside ability to combine with 
All-Yankee Conference  full- 
back Brent Kaufman's Inside 
power in opening up a balanc- 
ed running game. 


Another player cited by Zil- 
ly as needing work but pos- 
sessing considerable potential 
is Horace Jennings, a fullback 
who is currently the top discus 
and shot man on the freshman 
track team. 

Frosh Receivers 


The quarterback position 


should also be much stronger. 


In contrast to last year's per- 
ilous position, when Larry Cas- 
well lacked an adequate re- 
placement, Zilly will be able 
to call on Tom Fay, who sat 
out last year, and Curt Wicks, 
former all-stater from Crans- 


ton East, if Caswell is injured. 

Hank Walker, returning 
flanker, is looked upon as be- 
ing Caswell’s primary target 
next fall, but Ron Pfeffins is 
also showihg up well in this 
position. 

Zilly also singled out fresh- 
men receivers Tom Grega, a 
New Yorker, and Dennis 
Walsh, from Classical High in 
Providence, as worthy of note. 

While he can not hope to re- 
place Geiselman with a man of 
equal caliber, Zilly feels that 
the receivers he will have are 
sufficiently talented to take up 
the slack. 

Two of the team’s greatest 
losses are in the line-center 
Howie Small and defensive 
tackle Tom Ricci. Zilly prais- 
ed their mental attitudes as 
well as their physical contribu- 
tions. 

Two highly regarded new- 
comers in this department are 
Tom Cataldo, a tackle from 
Franklin, Massachusetts, and 
Jim Woolrook, a_ transfer 
guard from Hofstra. Zilly feels 
that there is sufficient talent 
returning to help make up for 
the loss of Small and Ricci, in 
terms of both physical ability 
and experience. 

As for the schedule, Zilly 
feels that one disadvantage 
that next season’s team will 
encounter will be that it will 
have more pressure on it. Op- 
ponents will be more aware of 
the Rams, and will be pointing 
for them. 

The team will be under pres- 
sure to prove that last sea- 
son’s record was no accident. 

Hopefully, Rhode Island foot- 
ball teams will no longer be 
regarded lightly. Zilly, his 
staff, and his players have 
shown, and hope to continue 
to show, that URI can have a 
winning football team, a thing 
that was for so long in doubt.
